HUGE MEAT STORES. 

Touring, under the guidance of 
an officer of the Port of London Au- 
thority, through the port which has 
made London a great city, 1 had 
come from that tremendous raft, the 
new passenger landing stage at 
Tilbury, up fifteen miles of river aa 
far as the biggest area of enclosed 
dock water in the world—King 
George V. and Royal Albert and 
Royal Victoria Docks. I was now 
to learn something of the ware- 
housing accommodation of the 
greatest port in the world.... 

There are vust.. storages at the 
Royal Victoria Dock. One hun- 
dred and sixty million, eight hun- 
dred thousand pounds of tobacco 
can be accommodated in the ware- 
houses there, and one six-storeyed 


building on the north side of the, 


dock, with ita cranes, lifts, and 
presses for baling tobacco, cost 
£280,000 when built in 1922, 

On .the southern side the two 
Jargest flour mills in-London await- 
ed cargoes of grain, which ships 
discharge direct into the mills. 

The huge cold stores for meat in 
the poft cah accommodate 8,500,000 
carcases at onc time, and the 
largesi. cold store at the Royal Vic- 
teria and Albert Docks, which deal 
with moat of London's meat, holds 
250,000 carcases.- 

Two tugs were mancuvring a 
P. and 0. cargo ship into dock as 
we came down... They handled her 
skilfully against the cross-wind and 
shepherded her.in. “An old black: 
tanker came slowly up the King 
George V. dock.

The Rum. Quay, with ite lines and 
lines of barrela, was an amazing 
sight. “Nearly all the rum that 
comes to the country is landed 
here,” my guide said, “and the 
stocks held in the vaults is worth 
about £7,500,000,” 

A great deal of sugar is stored at 
this dock in a long - range of ware- 
houses, and quantities go direct to 
riverside refineries from the ships 
in barges. Nine hundred thou- 
sand tons of sugar are unloaded in 
the port every year. 

We crossed the river from Mill- 
walt Dock entrance and came to the 
entrance of Surrey Commercial 
Docks. The system of docks and 
basins here js very slightly bigger 
than the one we had just seen, “A 
quarter of tle timber that comes to 
this country—over 2,000,000 tons 
a year—is landed in the port,” 1 
was told, “and these docks take most 
of the soft wood, such as pine, fir 
and spruce from Canada and 
America, and from the Baltic and 
the White Sea States. 

“The docks and pounds here are 
all-used-for timber storage, except 
Greenland Dock, which has 2,000,- 
000 cubic feet of cold-storage ac- 
commodation for cheese and bacon 
and other perishable things.” 


_ Elephants’ Tusks. 
Variety was the most impressive 
feature of London and _ St. 
Katharine Docks. Here I saw a 
floor covered with elephants’ tusks 
—there were even tuske of pre- 
historic mammoths from Siberia— 
a lead weight floating in a basin of 
mercury, bales of cinnamon, coco- 
nuts, skins, indiarubber, Jodine, 
marble, glass. . . . 
But the two famous storages for 
wool, and wine beggar description.

vaults can hold 4,000,000 gallons of 
wines and spirits.” 

The wool warehouses are very 


different. Mounting to the top 
floor of one of these great buildings 
in a lift, I saw bales and bales piled 
up, with passages between them. 
Under glass roofs prospective buy- 
ers can examine the wool in these 
“show floors,” which have room to 
exhibit 60,000 bales,’ while in the 
storages below a million bales can 
be accommodated. 
Attar of Roses, 
“Now that you have begun to 


realise the size of London’s docks,” |* 


said my guide, “perhaps you can 
guess how much attar of roses 
comes to the scent warehouse at St. 
Katharine’s Dock every year, and 
what {t is stored in.” 

“About two million nine hundred 
thousand tons,” I began, “in gallon 
casks... .” 

“Not quite,” he cut in. “It is 
stored in two-ounce bottles, each 
costing from twenty to eighty-five 
shillings, and less than a hundred- 
weight a year is imported. A 
mere drop is enough for dozens of 
scent bottles.” 

And somehow that brought home 
to me the diversity, the complexity 
and the immensity of London’s 
docks, that are the heart of Lon- 
don’s greatness, as no millions could 
ever have done.—Mortimer Durand 
in the Evening News."
